History has a way of seeming 
to act swiftly .. . as in Iraq. 

In the autumn of 1956, less than 

ie" two years ago, a 
tough Israeli 
army had driven 
the crack Egyp- 
tian army into 
flight. It had 
captured most of 
the new equip- 
ment sent to Cai- 
ro by the Rus- 
sians. 

In that capital 
city Prime Minister Nasser, the 
dictator, was working in a bomb 
shelter, fearful he could not stop 
an invasion. 

Later, the British and French 
attacked along the Suez Canal, 
and soon had it under control, 
though transport had been blocked 
by sunken vessels. The taking 
of Cairo would have been rela- 
tively easy. 

The United States stopped all 
three attacks. 

A furious President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower all but ordered the 
British to halt, and placed upon 
them the burden of requiring the 
French to agree. 

All three attacks, by the Is- 
raelis, the British and French, 
had been brought about by Rus- 
sian pressure and infiltration in 
the Middle East. A sick Anthony 
Eden saw it as a turning point in 
history. Either Russia must be | 
stopped there, or— 


Power 

Now, about a year ahd a half 
after his cowering in defeat and 
fear in a Cairo bomb shelter, | 
Prime Minister Nasser is the 
most powerful leader in the Mos- 
lem world. All the fantastically 
oil-rich area will soon be within 
his orbit. | 

So, one must ask, ‘‘What does 
it mean?”’ 

As in all disasters, the whole 
answer is not possible. It will 
unfold. But it is a disaster. And 
two points are ominously and 
starkly clear. They are: 

1—A world war is much nearer. 

2—The United States can get 
along without oil from the Middle 
East, but we will be _ pinched. 
But, the future of all Europe is, 
for a good many years to come, 
tied up with oil as a fuel to make | 
its factories and its whole econ- | 
omy ‘‘go.”’ 

3—The success of the Nasser 
revolution in Iraq will soon spread 
down the great valley between 
the Tigris and the Euphrates riv- 
ers. It will involve the richest 
oil kingdom of them all—Kuwait. 
And, Saudi Arabia, seeking to be | 
neutral, inevitably will be sucked | 
into the vortex of fanatic nation- 
alism. ’ 

4—Ahead, and none may say 
how far, is a united Arabian pen- 
insula. We cannot in honesty op- 
pose this. Nor should we. But, 
we now are in the position of be- 
ing linked with the losers, And 
therefore we are in opposition to 
the tide which runs so strongly. 

These are the main points of 
present meaning. 

We are closer to war. 

The Nasser bloc will soon be 
in a position to strangle the econ- 
omy of Europe. 

This is why the world is much 
closer to war. 

But, if destiny be willing, it 
may yet be avoided. Though, let 
us in candor note, there is no way 
whatever to mask the fact we 
have lost much in prestige and 
reality which cannot be regained. 

It is, and will continue to be, 
a growing Communist victory of 
vast proportions and of almost 
unlimited possibilities. 

Nasser is the key.

It may 
have been wishful thinking, but 
his visit to Tito showed he was 
not wholly tied to the Kremlin 
kite.

But, if not, then Great Britain 
must act, with her fleet and air 
arm, including paratroopers. It 
will be more difficult than was 
Suez.

And if she does so 
move, then “‘volunteers” may be 
flown in by the Russians and 
Chinese. We are not involved by 
treaty. The Eisenhower doctrine 
applies only to outside aggression. 
This one is, but it is concealed.

This part of the Doctrine (joint 
resolution of March 9, 1957) says 
that “The United States regards 
as vital to the national interest 
and world peace the preservation 
of the independence and integrity 
of the nations of the Midale East.” 

The decisive factor, the official 
said, would be whether the Pres- 
ident decides that it is in the na- 
tional interest to intervene, wheth- 
er the possibilities of gain from 
shielding a President Chamoun 
or a King Hussein outweighed the 
probabilities of loss in terms of 
popular hostility in parts of Asia 
and Africa.

NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — Bitter 
strife between Greek and Turkish 
Cypriots continued Monday de- 
spite the hardest British crack- 
down in three years on this Med- 
iterranean island. 

One Greek Cypriot was shot 
dead and fires raged. 

The communal hatreds were 
emphasized by a declaration of 
all-out war from the Turkish Cyp- 
riot underground organization 
TMT. Leaflets found in Nicosia 
said: “Until now we were only 
shooting Greeks who were our 
enemies, henceforth we will shoot 
any Greek.”’ 

The leaflets asserted many 
Greeks will be shot for every Turk 
killed and said, ‘‘Turkish revenge 
parties will show our strength.” 


PEACE PLEA

A Shattering Defeat 


Russian communism yesterday won a 
battle without itself firing a shot, which 
if fought in outright war would have cost 
many thousands of lives and required 
years to consolidate the rich gains. 

She was the dominant power behind 
the revolt in Iraq, most progressive of 
the Middle Eastern nations and most 
closely tied to the West. 

We, the United States, are not imme- 
diately involved. Great Britain is. The 
British can hardly have failed to make 
ready the movement of troops. Not only 
is she closely tied by treaty, her vital oil 
supply is in danger. 

The Baghdad Pact does not directly 
involve us. We are not a party to it, 
though we were the prime mover in its 
creation. Originally conceived as a mili- 
tary bulwark against communism in the 
Middle East, it had as Moslem members 
Turkey, Iran, Iraq and Pakistan. Great 
Britain was the other. The United States 
did not join though it endorsed the pact. 
Our failure to join left it weak and lack- 
ing in prestige. It failed, therefore, to at- 
tain any military significance. It had 
been working as a provider of economic 
aid to member countries. 

The Eisenhower Doctrine does call 
for us to go to the aid of any Middle 
Eastern country menaced by outside 
Communist aggression. And the call must 
come from the government involved. 

In this case it is a Communist aggres- 
sor, Russia, which has supplied the 
Iraqian rebels with money, weapons, 
intrigue “and techniques of subversion. 
Yet we cannot apply the Eisenhower 
Doctrine.

Britain, though at this writing in 
consultation with her allies, may well 
dare to go it alone if it comes to that. 
There likely will be a period of waiting 
to see what will come from Nasser, of 
Egypt. This dramatic man, who has come 
from defeat in the autumn of 1956 to be 
the dominant figure who may unite all 
the Arabians and all the Moslem peoples, 
will be able to call the signals. He has 
shown a few signs, faint but hopeful, of 
being unwilling to give Russia a free 
hand. Here is the one slight hope. 

But let none fail to see this brings on, 
for the time being, the threat of war. All 
Europe runs on oil from the Middle East, 
much of it from Iraq. From now on that 
oil will flow or not flow as Russia wills 
it. She can literally strangle Europe, or 
not, as she and Nasser wills. 

The largest British oil company is in 
Iraq. That country, ironically, was the 
most honestly administered in all that 
area and had put more of its oil reve- 
nues back into the country. Dams, irriga- 
tion works, roads and other improve- 
ments had been made. But it was a pro- 
West government. And the fanatic na- 
tionalism continually has been fed by 
Moscow. The secret revolt, although uais- 
covered a few days before by Jordan’s 
king, was not then thought to be linked 
with Iraq. 

It is a disaster. The West has suf- 
fered a grievous defeat. It is the greatest 
Russian victory of the cold war. The next 
days will be critical ones. But the loss of 
prestige and power is irreparable. Noth- 
ing can put this Humpty-Dumpty to- 
gether again.

Fulton Shows Up Well 
In Scholarship Tests 


Fulton County school administrators 
have announced with justifiable rride 
and a word of caution that in scholastic 
achievement students in the system rank 
as well or better than the average in 
the nation. | 

Indeed, in nine divisions of compe- 
tition the youngsters in Fulton stood with 
that part of the class above average. 

The word of caution is that coming 
up-to the average is in itself nothing

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about which to brag unless the average 
is commendably high. 

The Fulton record is not unique in 
Georgia. 

Last fall, for example, 800 students 
in Fitzgerald took a battery of tests 
along with others of their grade level 
in the nation. 

Results showed the average child in 
the Fitzgerald schools above the average 
in every single subject area and almost 
a full grade ahead of the average in 
English ‘and spelling. 

Our schools are neifther as bad as 
the most severe critics claim nor as good 
as the stanchest advocates aver. 


But they are better now than they 
were 50 years ago. And of this one thing 
we can be sure, from Mark Hopkins and 
a log to the most modern building in 
America, in the field of scholarship the 
cream will always rise to the top.

Senate Committee Gets 
Some Revealing Facts 


The Senate Watchdog Committee is 
unearthing some revealing information 
about the Baxley highway scandal to 
which the public is entitled. 


Yesterday, for instance, the assistant 
division engineer at Jesup, E. M. Ken- 
nedy, said the division usually was by- 
passed and estimates for proposed proj- 
ects at Baxley were brought “straight to 
Atlanta.” Under those circumstances, he 
said, it was quite difficult to keep up 
with what was going on there. 


Why was the Jesup office bypassed 
and the details handled directly with the 
highway department in Atlanta? If what 
Mr. Kennedy says is true, the Atlanta of- 
fice must bear a major share of the blame 
of what happened there. 


The committee also heard a recom- 
mendation yesterday that city and county 
contracts be abolished. It came from M. 
L. Shadburn, state highway engineer. 
And Mr. Shadburn said further that 
“lost” records at Baxley may never have 
existed at all. What a way to build roads 
and to spend state funds! 


In view of the known abuses in such 
contracts, surely a better way of build- 
ing rural roads can be found. 


Another revealing incident was the 
unanswered question put to Asst. Atty. 
Gen. Hughel Harrison. When asked if 
any state officials or employes were 
connected with firms which did the work 
in Baxley, Mr. Harrison said he had 
rather not answer. 


All the truth about what did happen 
at Baxley is not yet known. But the peo- 
ple of Georgia are entitled to every fact 
which resulted in the disappearance of 
more than $100,000 in state funds.

The life of Christ encourages 
us when we face hardships and 
His promises make us faithful 
and strong. Whatever evidences 
we may find of real courage 
among Christians can be traced 
to the encouragement of their 
Master. 

Barnabas, in many recent 
translations of the New Testa- 
ment, is called ‘‘son of encour- 
agement.”” That is a role to 
which each of us can aspire. It is 
a role by which we help others to 
meet life heroically. 


Could Gov. Dewey 
Be Sub for Adams? 


WASHINGTON—A common assumption here 
is that if Sherman Adams resigns President 
Eisenhower would have to turn to one olf his 


closest military intimates—Gen. Alfred Gruenther or Gen. Walter 
Bedell Smith—to find a really effective and acceptable First Assist- 
ant. This seems an unnecessary assumption. 


What are the essential qualifi- 
cations? Surely they are these: 
(a) Full understanding and sym- 
pathy with the President’s poli- 
cies; (b) political experience and 
a knowledge of government; (c) 
a clear-headed, decisive person- 
ality with some executive talent; 
(d) a person close to Eisenhower. 

You have no doubt read the 
names of varicus candidates men- 
tioned in the event Adams leaves. 
Besides the generals, they include 
Henry Cabot Lodge, U.S. ambas- 
sador to the U.N.; Secretary of 
Interior Fred Seaton; Secretary 
of Labor James Mitchell; Wilton 
B. Persons, chief White House 
legislative aide. 

From Gruenther to Persons 
these are men of many abilities. 
I am not picking anybody for any 
job, but I do suggest these names 
do not exhaust the list of out- 
standing candidates and that it is 
possible to add two who fit the 
requirements even more fully. 

One such person is former Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey of New York 
who more than any other single 
individual brought about Gen. Ei- 
senhower’s nomination in 1952. 

Obviously Gov. Dewey would 
fit the job like a glove. His abili- 
ties are evident and undeniable. 
He shares Eisenhower’s views 
and enjoys his confidence. He 
knows government and could take 
over where Adams leaves off 
without a hitch. 

And who is the most qualified 


and heretofore unmentioned re- 


placement for Adams within the 
administration? I would suggést 
that it is Vice President Nixon 
himself. 

Nixon is totally familiar with 
every aspect of policy, is totally 
loyal to the President, knows his 
thinking, is a trusted colleague 
of all members of the Cabinet 
and has the energy and grasp to 
do the job. 


There is nothing in the Consti- 
tution which says the vice presi- 
dent should not, in fact, be the 
right arm of the President in the 
day - to - day functioning of his 
office. 

There is nothing in the Consti- 
tution which says the vice presi- 
dent should not maintain his prin- 
cipal office in the White House. 


There is no doubt, I think,: that 
Eisenhower could use Nixon to 
serve him in nearly every way 
Adams has served him. 

Some might argue that for the 
President to take such a step at 
this time would run counter to his 
desire not to influence the Re- 
publican presidential nomination 
two years hence. But would it in 
fact? The political reality is that 
Nixon is as good as nominated 
right now. 

All I am trying to say is that 
if Adams resigns, the President 
has notably capable replacements 
at his disposal.

20 Million Budget Boost 
For Education Expected 


By the Associated Press 
A 20-million-dollar increase in the state education 
budget next year was predicted by a State Board of 


Education member Monday. 

Gov. Griffin only last week 
approved a $151 million budget for 
the 1958-59 year which began 
July 1. It was an increase of 
approximately $12 million over 
the 1957-58 year. 

During a discussion of: State 
Education Department division 
budgets Monday, Francis Shur- 
ling of Wrightsville raised the 
question of next year’s over-all 
education cost. 

State Supt. Claude Purcell said 
it would take approximately %6 
million to meet in full a teacher 
salary schedule recently approved 
b> the board and $8 to $9 million 
for increased enrollment. 

“That's about $14 million,” 
Shurling said, ‘‘and with other in- 
creases you'll see the total will 


be $20 million.” 

His comment came on heels of 
Aiscussion of an Atlanta Consti- 
tition editorial. 


Vice Chairman James S. Peters | 


of Manchester quoted the edi- 
torial as saying Georgia is 10th 
in co'lection of school taxes but 
38th in teacher salaries. He want- 
e to know why. 

Education Department _ staff 
members said the figures used 
probably did not reflect that Geor- 
gia pays about three-fourths of the 
public school cost with taxes col- 
lected at the state level, while in 
most states, local taxes bear most 
of the school cost.

“This report is contradictory,” 
said Radio Baghdad, ‘‘because the 
Iraqi people this morning saw the 
body of the traitor hung before 
the Ministry of Defense. 

“Furthermore, military posi- 
tions all over Iraq have fully sup- 
ported the movement. We an- 
nounce the good tidings to the citi- 
zens and Arabs everywhere that 
the situation in Iraq has finally 
been stabilized.” 


DEATH WAS DENIED 


There were conflicting reports 
about Nuri Said, a longtime power 
in Iraqi politics. Early broadcasts 
reported his death, but later con- 
flicting accounts heard in Jeru- 
salem said he was still alive. 

Fighting was reported around 
Faisal’s palace, and some Com- 
munist bloc broadcasts, which 
hailed the coup as a triumph, said 
Faisal had been arrested. 

There also was no clear word 
on Western officials and citizens 
caught up in the rapid-fire events 
in oil-rich Iraq. 

Prime Minister Macmillan sum- 
moned an emergency meeting of 
his Cabinet to take up the situa- 
tion in Iraq. 


U.S. EMBASSY 


The U. S. Embassy in London 
said the latest reports it had re- 
ceived from Baghdad said the 
American Embassy there was 
safe. 

American and British passen- 
gers arriving in London from 
Baghdad said troops with fixed 
bayonets were patrolling the city 
when they left but that everything 
seemed quiet. They took off from 
Baghdad three hours before the 
radio reports of the coup were re- 
ceived. 

Radio Baghdad said Iraq’s fron- 
tiers with all neighboring coun- 
tries had been closed and all Iraqi 
airports had been closed until fur- 
ther notice. 


“MARCHED WITH U.A.R.” 


From Damascus came a report 
quoting a man identified as Dr. 
Jaber Omar, a minister in the 
Iraqi revolutionary government, 
as saying that “Iraq will now 
march with the U.A.R. toward 
complete liberation of the entire 
Arab motherland and the realiza- 
tion of total Arak unity.” 

King Hussein of Jordan held 
several emergency meetings with 
political and military leaders at 
his palace in Amman. Hussein also 
cautioned against accepting rebel 
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Nasser Backers 
Take Over fraq 


radio reports about the fate of 
members of the Iraqi royal 
family. 

Hussein, who himself put down 
pro-Nasser attempts on his throne 
only 15 months ago, also pro 
claimed himself commander in 
chief of the Federation army. He 
appointed Lt. Gen. Habis Majali 
chief of staff, replacing Lt. Gen. 
Rafio Aaref, reported retired by 
the revolutionists in Iraq. 

The constitution of the Federa- 
tion, completed last May as a 
counter to Nasser’s United Arab 
Republic—Syria and Egypt—pro- 
vided for Hussein’s succession if 
Faisal should abdicate or die. 


HINGES ON WEST AID 


There seemed little hope, how- 
ever, that he could hold the feder- 
ation together unless he asked and 
received extensive assistance 
from Western powers and Iraqis 
loyal to the crown. 


The first indication that the re- 
volt had spread outside Baghdad 
came from Iran, where oil work- 
ers at the Abadan refinery saw 
Iraqi soldiers just across the bor- 
der raise Nasser’s U.A.R. flag. 
There was no sign of shooting. 

The revolt took place on the 
eve of an assembly of chiefs of 
Moslem members of the Baghdad 
Pact alliance. Fafsal, Abdul Ilah 
and Nuri Said were to have flown 
to Turkey Monday. Turkish lead- 
ers waited for them in vain at 
Istanbul’s airport. 

There were recent reports that 
Nuri Said was urging the other 
Moslem members of the Baghdad 
and Pakistan—to give strong aid 
to the Lebanese government of 
President Camille Chamoun, who 
has been fighting off a rebellion 
by pro-Nasser elements. 

The Iraqi revolt heartened the 
Lebanese rebels, who have been 
weakening. Now they seemed less 
likely to compromise on the ques- 
tion of Lebanon’s presidential suc- 
cession. 

Cairo said the new Iraqi regime 
had proclaimed its support of the 
Lebanese rebels and ordered Iraqi 
troops in Lebanon to join the 
rebels. The Lebanese government 
has denied repeatedly rebel 
claims that Iraqi soldiers were 
here fighting on the side of the 
government.

tion celebrated the news of the/as 


Iraqi revolt with wild shooting. 
Cairo and Baghdad broadcasts 


indicated three men are sharing 
power in Iraq. Beside Brig. Gen. 
Kassem, Premier and defense 
minister in a new 13-man cabinet, 
they are Lt. Gen. Naguib el Ri- 
baei, chairman of a three - man 
Sovereignty Council, and Army 


Chief of Staff Ahmed Saleh Abdi, 
appointed military governor gen- 
eral under martial law. 

Kassem commanded Iraqi 
troops in the 1948 war against Is- 
rael, and at first refused to obey 
his government’s orders to stop 
fighting in the 1948 truce. 

The other two men on the coun- 
cil, which it was said would exer- 
cise sovereignty until the holding 
of a presidential plebiscite, are 
Mohammed Mahdy Kobah and 
Khaled el Nakshabandy. 


ADHERED TO UNITY 


A steady stream of communi- 
ques from the Baghdad station 
announced: 

Formation of an “Iraqi republic 
which adheres to full Arab unity 
and cooperates with other Arab 
and Moslem countries.”’ 

Recognition of Nasser’s U.A.R., 
which the Nuri Said government 
had refused to render. 

Appointment of 16 army officers 
to key military and civilian posts. 

Retirement on pension of a 
large number of other officers. 

Banning of demonstrations and 
the carrying of firearms. 

Orders to crowds not to attack 
foreign embassies and establish- 
ments. 

Assurance that foreign lives and 
property would be protected. 

Military music and such slogans 
“‘Long live Nasser the hero’”’ 
were broadcast between commu- 
niques.

Congressional conferees were 
said to have made it clear to 
Eisenhower that the decision. was 
his alone on whether troops would 
be used. 


Mansfield said he _ supports 
Eisenhower's action in taking the 
problem to the Security Council. 

“But I think something of this 
kind should have been done eight 
or nine weeks ago,’’ Mansfield 
said. 


Sen. Capehart (R-Ind), a mem- 
ber of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, said quick ac- 
tion is needed to save the situa- 
tion for the West. 


“The President is doing the 
right thing by going to the U.N.,”’

East could be arrested only by 
effective action by the United; 
States and the United Kingdom.

area. 

A successful rebellion in Iraq 
will mean the end of the pro- 
Western government in Lebanon, 
in the British view. 

For the moment British mili- 
tary planning is focused on the 
problem of safeguarding British 
civilians in Iraq and the thou- 
sands or so Royal Air Force per- 
sonnel stationed at a base at Hab- 
binya.

Britain’s concern is both po- 
litical and economic. 

The Baghdad Pact, of which 
Iraq is a key member, in- 
cludes Turkey, Pakiston, Iran 
and Britain. Removal of Iraq 
was compared with the withdraw- 
al of the keystone from an arch 
by one official, who predicted 
that as a result “‘the whole thing 
would fall apart.” 

The British fear that break-up 
of the Baghdad Pact would affect 
the foreign policy of Turkey and 
Iran. Establishment of a larger 
Arab unign, including Iraq and 
Jordan as well as Egypt and Sy- 
ria, in the rear of Turkey would 
isolate that country and perhaps 
force rethinking of its attitude to- 
ward the Soviet Union, it was 
said. ; 

This contingency, it is held, is 
part of a drastic deterioration of 


the Western position in the Middle 
East that would follow loss of 
Iraq and Jordan as allies of the 
West. Iraq, it was emphasized, 
has been the most steadfast of 
Britain’s supporters in the area. 

The economic importance of 
Iraq to Britain and Western Eu- 
rope cannot be discounted. 


Iraq’s oil production in 1956 was 
more than 30,000,000 tons. Last 
year, even after the pipe line had 
been severed during the Suez 
crisis, production was over 21,- 
000,000 tons. The major part of 
crude oil production is exported 
to France, Italy and Britain.

Rip’s Kind of Game 


With the possible exception of managers and um- 
pires, pitchers receive more unsolicited advice than 
dnyone in baseball. Outfielders and infielders who've 
never been closer to the mound than home plate eagerly 
offer pointers. Writers and tans, of course, supply vast 
reservoirs of information on the art of hurling. 

On a recent evening at Poncey, husky Ray Rippelmever leaned 


back in the dugout and summed up his new philosophy on pitching 
“Everyone is always telling you how 
said, 


to pitch,’ Rippelmever 
“and I’m afraid I’ve been an attentive listener too often. You 
get so many suggestions that you wind 
up contused.”’ 

The conversation had started 
when someone complimented Rip- 
pelmeyer on his unprecedented 
shutout in New Orleans’ economy- 
sized City Park Stadium. He was 
within one pitch an encore in the 
Oriental Garderis BVhen Frank Leja 
whaled a homer on the Crackers’ 
last visit to the Crescent City. 

So the question was raised about 
Rippelmeyver's Dlueprint for pitching. It 
is customary, of course, to keep the ball 
outside and 'ow to minimize the homer 
hazard in New Orleans. 

‘That's the point I want to make.”’ 
Rippelmeyer said. “‘There’s supposed to 
be a certain way to pitch in every park, 
to pitch to every hitter. And, naturally, 

ar it helps to know a hitter’s weakness. 
Some pitchers can work successfully that way.

“‘What I mean,”’ he continued, ‘‘is that I've started pitching my 
kind of ball game, regardless of the park or hitter. Instead of pitch- 
ing to the hitter’s weakness, I’m using my hest pitch. And I’m pitch- 
ing virtually the same kind of game in all the parks. That won't 
work for a lot of pitchers. But I’m sure it’s helping me. In other 
words, I like to pitch my kind of game. 

“Don’t misunderstand me, now,” Riovpelmever quickly added 
“I appreciate advice, and I learn something every time I pitch.” 
In brief, Rippelmeyer just does what comes naturally. He 
is the fortunate owner of one of the finest sinker-ball serves in 
baseball. And any hitter, from the Little to the Big Leagues, will 
vouch that a sinker ball is among the toughest to hit. Few pitch- 
ers or batters master it. They chop the pitch into the dirt, sel- 
dom belt if for a homer, or even a fly ball.

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just how much the boy did 
know about summer living out 
of doors. It was gleaned, of 
course, from a good many weeks 
that he and his dad had built 
their fires and washed the 
dishes and made their beds on 
the ground.

Other small items’ which 
make for a pleasant and more 
comfortable camp are a hand 
ax for such things as wood, tent 
pegs, and poles for drying 
racks, also a couple of dozen 
large nails for which you may 
find twice that many uses.

Auto Tire Makers 


Given a ‘Reprieve’ 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


Ragweed, by any other name, smells just the... 
ACHOO! 
The same goes for tires. 

Apparently having stirred up an allergic reaction of epidemic 
proportions in Akron, Ohio, the Federal Trade Commission bas just 
administered a pain-relieving sedative to ihe nation’s tire manufac- 
turers. 


The FTC did this by recapping its May 20 ruling against the 
esti names tire makers have been all too prone to stick 
on their merchandise. 


It acted originally to protect the public from 
the absurd deceptions encouraged by such be- 
havior. 

The revised decision will do likewise. 


But when it goes into effect six weeks from 
now (on Aug. 27), it will make the public more 
aware than ever of the lengths to which tire 
makers have gone to make buyers think they're 
getting better tires than they were. 

Back in May, the FTC said that on the effec- 
BA tive date of its order the manufacturers would 
Jim Montgomery have to quit selling tires with dubious names 
stamped into their sidewalls. 

It says now that a major, unnamed tiremaker has asked for 
more time to change the molds because many such tires are already 
in trade channels. 

So the Commission has decided that, still effective Aug. 27, the 
tires can be marked with stickers indicating their true quality in- 
stead of sidewall imprints. 

If the first ruling had held, the public wouid have been pro- 
tected—but probably less aware of the change. 


Now, however, such tires sold after that date will bear stickers 
informing you (according to an FTC example) that you are looking 
at a “Super De Luxe Standard—X Mfg. Co. THIRD LINE.” 


Previously, there was no way for the uninformed layman to 
figure out how come a ‘Super De Luxe”’ tire was priced lower than 
a “De Luxe Standard,”’ unless he recalled the rule of thumb that 
‘“‘you get what you pay for.”’ 

Unfortunately, that rule has enough exceptions to make its fol- 

lowers miss out on a few real bargains. 


Considering the number of ‘‘super-dooper” imprinted tires no 
doubt in inventories, the FTC concession on stickers makes sense— 
as does its May 20th adoption of the 12-point tire advertising guide. 

It will not only protect the public, but will also protect the tire- 
makers from each other. 

The same goes for the new car price label bill just adopted by 
Congress and signed by the President, which will be effective with 
the introduction of the 1959 model autos. 


There are some other products that could stand similar regula- 
tions. So could the general area of manufacturers’ suggested list 
prices, to prevent their abuse by those who pre-tag goods with 
falsely high prices in order to ‘prove’ that the actual (and in- 
tended) selling price is a bargain.

For Love 
Of Tomatoes! 


When I get time I’m going to look in some books and make 
sure which ideology or political persuasion it is that contends that 
wealth is a corrupting influence. The one, I mean, besides the 
Bible. which mentions the love of money but doesn’t mention to- 
mato plants. 

The love of money isn’t my particular weakness—but, oh, those 
tomato plants! 


Communism decries the naughty capitalist but I doubt that I'm - 
really a capitalist—yet. I should think you'd have to have at least 
a half dozen tomato plants to be a capitalist and I have but two. 


Still, the way those two tomato plants have changed my out- 
look on life is astonishing. When I can stop worrying about the 
weather I’m going to search the books and see what terrible traps 
the acquisition of property sets for the human spirit. 

Like all big country estate owners in English novels and 
maybe a few in real life, I have caretakers for my mountain re- 
treat. A lovely couple who serve very reasonably—in fact at their 
own expense. It’s true that they don’t dwell in a lodge at the edge 
of my estate—and a good thing because that would put them either 
in the creek or on the front steps. They live in a big white house 
in town 15 miles away and caretaking for me is only slightly less 
costly to them than playing the horses or keeping a yacht in the 
Coosawattee River. But that’s neither here nor there, they are my 
caretakers for my manor house, all two rooms of it, and my vast 
land holdings (almost an acre) and I benelit immieasurably. 


That’s how I got the tomato plants. The caretakers came to 
check the premises one day, brought along a maitock and hoe and 
fertilizer and two little plants. They weren’t such prepossessiong 
specimens at that point but weeks passed, the sun shone, the care- 
takers dropped by and dipped water from the creek and watered 
them. And in no time at all it was necessary for them to bring 
stakes and string and build trellises for my plants. 


Like many other absentee landowners, I got there in time to 
enjoy the fruits of their labor. One plant has tomatoes as big as 
Christmas oranges gleaming greenly down in the foliage and the 
other is broken out in a rash of blooms and tiny baby tomatoes. 

Goodness, I thought, standing spellbound before them while 
the children unloaded the car, I’m a better gardener than I knew! 
This must be wonderfully fertile land. 

At intervals during the weekend I would return to the garden 
to admire the tomato plants. The sun glistened and the creek 
splashed and chattered and generally made congratulatory sounds. 
A sudden shower would drum on the roof and freshen and sweeten 
the green hills arqund us and I would stand on the porch and smile 
at the way the earth at the base of the tomato plants received it. 

It was a lovely, peaceful weekend and I felt sure that I saw 
the tomato plants trembling upward in a spurt of growth. Then a 
storm came up. One of those quick, black, mountain storms with 
lightning and wind and blinding sheets of rain. 


We had loaded the car and locked the cabin and were headed 
home when it caught us. I mopped futilely at the streaming win- 
dow glass and my son edged the car slowly along mountainsides 
and over creeks. 


“This is awful!” I raged. “This horrible weather! 

My children turned with one accord and stared at me in aston- 
ishment. For me to complain at any kind of weather is unheard 
of. I insist on enjoying all weather. 

“But my tomatoes!”’ I wailed. 
the Hiawassee mountain fair!” 

Then I saw it—the pattern. First you own something you didn't 
sweat out yourself and then ambition, vaulting ambition, to gather 
fame and glory and blue ribbons on it, latches on to you. I'm 
ashamed but I sure hope those tomatoes are al! right.

Reducing 
Program 


Helps Bust 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 
The measurement most di- 
rectly affected by diet is the 
bust. These tissues have an 


affinity for fat, and the overly 
large bosom is almost always 
related to general overweight. 

Now the question arises—will 
a reducing diet decrease a bust 
measurement that is normal 
sized? It depends on the diet, 
and on whether or not the re- 
ducer takes toning exercises. 
Since the bosom, more than 
any other measurement, _re- 
flects general health, anything 
that lowers vitality will affect 
the bust adversely. A too-quick 
weight loss on a faddy diet, or 
drastic reducing below normal 
weight, can have disastrous re- 
sults. 


A reductng diet should fur- 
nish all the foods that promote 
buoyant health: milk, eggs, 
lean meat, dark green leafy 
and yellow vegetables, fruits 
and whole grain cereal and 
bread. These protective foods 
should be included in normal 
amounts, not in reduced 
amounts. For prolonged reduc- 
ing, the low calorie diet sheuld 
be supplemented with a Vitamin 
A and D capsule daily.

Think of the breasts as being | 


supported by ligaments extend- 
ing to the collarbones, and by 
powerful muscles called the 
pectorals. This pair of fan- 
shaped muscles lie just under- 
neath the breasts and spread 
all across the chest along the 
sternum and the collarbone, 
with the handle of the fan in- 
serting in a groove in the upper 
arms. From the action stand- 
point, the pectorals are arm 
muscles. The following exer- 
cise works directly on the bust- 
supporting muscles. 

Pesition: Elbows bent, right 
hand clasping left forearm and 
left hand clasping right fore- 
arm. Arms should be held at 
shoulder level. 


Movement: Maintain a light 
grasp on arms as you exert a 
series of vigorous jerks—with- 
out letting palms slide on arms. 
Strong movement will be felt 
in the chest muscles.
